which we loft in Natives, thrice the Number of what 
we gain'd in Foreigners. The Hout of Commons, as a 
Remedy againft this Evil, brought in a Bill for repealing 
that Act of general Naturalization, which, to the Sur 
prize of moft People, was rejected by the f—ds. And 
upon this Occafion, 1 muft show my felf to have becn 
san seb by one of my Weekly Monitors, for pre* 
tending in a former Paper, to hope that Law would be 
repeald; wherein the Commons being difappointed, 
took care however to fend many of the Palatines away, 
and to reprefent their being invited over, as a_pernici- 
ous Council, ee 

The’ Qualification-Bill, incapacitating all Men to ferve 
in’Patliament, who have not fome Eftate in Land, ci- 
ther in Poffeflion or certain Reverfion, is perhaps the 
greateft Security tliat ¢ver was contriv’d for preferving 
the Conftitution, which otherwifé might, ‘ina lirtle 
time, lye wholly at the Meta of the Mony'd Intereft :

The Parliament 
found that Thirty Five Millions had never been account- 
ed for; and that theDebt on the Navy, wholly unpro- 
vided for, amourited to Nine Millions. The laré Chan- 
cellor of theExchequer, fuitable to his tranfcendent Ge- 
nius for Publick ‘Affairs, aot a Fund to be Securi- 


ty for that immenfe Debt, . which is now confirm’d by 
a Law, and is likely to prove the greateft Reftoration 
and. i of the Kingdom's Credit. Nor con- 


tent with this, the Legiflature hath appointed Con 
miffioners of Accompts, to infpect into paft Mifma- 
nagements @f the publick Mony, and prevent them fur 


future,
